Mr. Needham Ls imder the meilium height, 
with a form a little inclined to stoutness. His 
hair and full, short beard are just sprinkled 
with gray. 
His features are expressive and 
lit up with a pair of pleasant gray eyes. 
He 
talks with all the lively- fluency of the Irish 
race. 
His preaching abounds in illustrations, 
but he never attempts oratory, and seldom 
rises above the lecture style. 
His discourses 
are of a lively, entertauiing nature, and vei-y 
effective. 
He seems to make a 
{M-rsonal 
appeal to each one of his hearers, no matter 
how large is the audience. 
i^iki> Moody, 
what he says is never obscure; the meaning is 
revealed instantly by the felicitous wording. 
He is now giving nmeh of his lime to southern 
cities, and this winter has engagements in 
Lynchburg, Raleigh, Selma, Galveston and 
other di-sfiut fields. 


Henry S. De ^Vitt, the evangelist, whose 
face is a familiar one to myriails of church 
goers thi-oughout the country, has preached 
over S.OOO sermons in all the princ!i)al cities.

Full Report on tlie Pi«Q Ladder 


Business. 


Tho representative who wont to Defi- 


ance, Ohio, in the interest of the Nim- 
rods of Fort Wayne, returned this 
afternoon, and makes the following re- 
port: "The only dams of any conse- 
quence on the Maumee river are those ftt 
Providence and Defiance, all the others 
being old and broken and no impediment 
to piscatorial migration! A contract was 
let by the state of Ohio last September 
to have the two ladders erected for $723, 
Henry Eisenberry being the contractor. 
He at once put in the Providence lad- 
ders, and under the direction of Mr. John 
Lamb, civil engineer, upon whom the 
representative called and who speaks 
very highly of the manner in which tho 
work has been done. Now comes the 
rub. Mr. Eisenberry look the-work at 
such a low figure that it is thought the 
Providence job cost him more money 
than ho received, and he is slow to un- 
dertake the Defiance dam. Mr. Fletcher, 
of the Board of Public Improvements, 
and who resides at Defiance, was not at 
home when called upon, but tho civil en- 
gineer thinks the state will compel the 
contractor to goon with the work as soon . 
as the water is in proper condition, as at 
present it is impossible. to get men to 
work in cold water. Another drawback 
may be that the contract reads that tlie 
work is to be done 'when the river ia in 
suitable condition.' This may be con- 
strued to suit the whim of the contrac- 
tor. The civil engineer promised to so* 
th'e contractor and ascertain when he 
would proceed with the work and what 
inducement, if any, would prompt him to 
do the work at once. We will_ expect a 
letter from him next Monday.

Lamb saya that .us soon as ladders are 
placed in the Defiance dam fish will be 
plenty throughout the river. Of course, 
he adds, ladders must bo placed in all 
the dams eo that fiwh can have full run 
of the river."
